CowsuL GENERAL MORGAN of Mel- 
bourne recently sent to the State De- 
partment at Washington a report on 
the rabbit plague of Australia, and 
placed the amount of damage done in 
that colony by the pest during the last 
ten years at $15,000,000. 
The Govern- 
ment has spent $750,000 during the last 
two years trying to exterminate them, 
and the appropriation for the purpose 
this year is $750,000. In addition to 
this a large sum has been expended by 
provincial authorities and private citi- 
zens without much effect, as the ani- 
mals increase with such rapidity. 
A 
bounty of six-pence is paid for pelts, 
and over six millions were reported last 
year. 
Mr. Morgan says that some of 
the finest agricultural and grazing 
lands in the colony have been entirely 
ruined and depopulated by the ravages 
of the rabbits, and that in one prov- 
ince, which formerly had the largest 
crop of wool, scarcely any is now 
grown. 


FRANK PRANTL, of Minneapolis, is in 
Chicago trying to interest people in a 
co-operative scheme which he claims 
will be a practical method of emanci- 
pation from wage slavery and a way to 
material freedom, the possession of in- 
dependent homes. 
He proposes to or- 
ganize a society of 6,000 men, me- 
chanics, laborers, clerks, and business 
men, to form a colony on the co-oper- 
ative plan in the Bed River Valley. 
A 
homestead claim will be established for 
each member of the community. 
A 
city will 
be laid 
out 
and 
each 
will 
be 
given 
an 
acre and 
a 
half 
of city 
property. 
Upon the 
prospective rise in value of these city 
lots, it is proposed to issue interest- 
bearing bonds and with the money pro- 
cure implements, 
machinery, 
etc., 
wherewith to cultivate the land. Then, 
when the property advances in value, 
lots will be sold and the proceeds de- 
voted to paying off the bonds. This is 
a bare outline of the scheme which 
has been elaborated in a pamphlet 
issued by Mr. Frantl, entitled "United 
Life." 


"MB. HAL DULANET, of Fauquier, Va», 
who is the richest man in the South, 
is going to Scotland to marry a Scotch 
girl of noble family. Although Mr. 
Dnianey'a wealth would be regarded aa 
commonplace in New York, it is ccm- 
sidered well-nigh fabulous south ol 
Mason and Dixon's lina 
His yearly 
income is over $200,000, drawn from 
lands in that State and in England and 
Scotland. 
He owns about 15,000 acres 
in the blue-grass region of Loudoun 
and Fauquier counties, and has in En- 
gland and Scotland estates which would 
quarter half a dozen of lords. He came 
by it all by inheritance, the lands hav- 
ing been in the family for generations.

Somethini: About His Work aa » Takci 
of Criminals—The Boeues* Gallery of 
t h e Metropolis—Byrnes' Tact in Times 
of Emergency. 


No stranger visiting the city of New York 
considers that be has thoroughly "done the 
town" until he has paid a visit to police head- 
quarters, 300 Mulberry street 
What most 
interests the visitor there is the detective bu- 
reau, which is under the immediate personal 
supeiTision of Inspector Thomas Byrnes. 


Thomas Byrnes first saw the light In the 
Fifth ward of New York city, June 15, 1843. 
He was at an early age apprenticed to a gas- 
fitter, and after getting "out of his time" con- 
tinued to work at his trade until Dec. 10, 
1863, when he was appointed a patrolman of 
the Metropolitan police, and was assigned to 
duty in the Fifteenth precinct. 
He did duty 
in the Fifteenth, Twenty-first and Twenty- 
third for twelve yem^, at the end of which 
time 
he 
had 
risen 
through 
the 
vari- 
ous 
grades to 
the 
captaincy 
of 
the 
Fifteenth 
precinct. 
He 
was 
appointed 
chief of the detective bureau March 12,1880, 
and at once proceeded to revolutionize things 
in that department. 
The result has been 
good, and the bureau has risen from a very 
low grade to a position that is admitted to be 
very near the top. 


NRSPECTOB BTBNKS. 


Inspector Bjmies is a man of pleasing ad- 
dress and suave manners. 
He weighs about 
185 pounds. 
He has a keen, piercing eye, and 
Is an excellent judge of human nature. 
He 
has surrounded himself with a body of re- 
markably able detectives. 
During the six 
years of Byrnes' inspectorship not a single 
robbery, by a professional thief, has occurred 
in the neighborhood of Wall street. 
This ia 
due to the branch oflBce which he established 
in that street immediately after his appoint- 
ment to his present position. 
This branch 
office is connected by wire with every bank- 
ing house and the different exchanges in the 
lower part of the city. 
The rogues know 
this, and fight shy of the locality. 


Perhaps the most important single factor 
in the identification and apprehension of 
criminals is the Rogues' Grallery, which con- 
tains portraits of every criminal of note in 
this country and Canada. 
Most persons who 
go to see the "Rogues' Gallery" are surprised, 
and even disappointed when they are shown 
a compact cabinet, occupying very 
little 
space. 
But it contains 2,000 photographs. 
Inspector Byrnes at once saw that the former 
indiscriminate manner of bunching photo- 
graphs, criminal records, clippings, etc., ren- 
dered well nigh valueless what should be one 
of the most important aids to the service. He, 
therefore, at once set about devising an ar- 
rangement for systematically filing all ob- 
tainable ciiminal data, and he has succeeded 
so well that any rogue's record, portrait, sen- 
tence, etc., can now be found witbin a min- 
ute's time. 
This department is in charge of 
Detective Sergeant Thomas F. Adams, who 
is the inventor of the Rogues' Gallery cabinet 
and index. 
As soon as a man is arrested he 
is taken to be photographed. 
Tho instanta- 
neous process is used, and while he is being 
coaxed to sit quietly—click!—his portrait is 
taken. 
In the olden times it wtis sometimes 
hard to get a criminal to remain quiet long 
enough to be "taken." 


PHOTOGRAPHING 
A CBIMINALR—OLD WAY. 


Inspector Byrnes is also something of an 
author in his way. His "Professional Criminals 
of America" is a very valuable book, which 
no thief catcher can afford to be without. 
Thousands of cases might be cited to show 
that the New York detective bureau is as per- 
fect as such an organization can well be, and 
this in spite of many adverse influences. Per- 
haps the most important of these is the pri- 
vate detective business, which is beginning 
to assume astonishing proportions not only in 
New York, but all over the land. 


Under Inspector Byrnes are forty detect- 
ive sergeants, at a salary of $1,600 a year 
each. 
These men are selected, on account of 
their peculiar fitness, from the different pre- 
cincts. 
Besides these there are ten policemen 
detailed as detectives and who do duty in 
emergencies, or when one or more of the 
regular detective sergeants is laid off by 
reason of sickness or otherwise. 


Numbers of instances of Byrne's adminis- 
trative ability might be given if space per- 
mitted, but one case deserves especial meji- 
tion. Just before the Grant funeral it oc- 
curred to the inspector that hundreds of 
"crooks" would be likelj- to visit the metropo- 
lis on "professional" business. 
He therefore 
detailed men to watch all incoming trains 
and arrest suspicious characters. 
This was 
done and a large number of criminals were 
taken into custody, where they remained 
until after the crowds, who had been at- 
tracted to New York city by the funeral, had 
departed for their homes.
